EE is generally brought from Ching, and groweth upon little Trees (for the molt part.) in one of the fix Northern Provinces of that King- 
dome, called m_ Latitude 36 Degrees, Bordering upon the Welſt of the Province of Heramw; the Leafis about the bigneſs of Scordium or 
Mirtle, there are divers ſorts of it, ſome much better then other, and the upper Leaves do excel the other in fineneſs (a property almoſt in all 

Plants) there is likewiſe of the Growth of Japan, and is called Chaor Tha.
